The Question of the Tariff Settled. 


At two o'clock on Saturday, pursuant to 
adjournment, the debate on Mr. Kobson’s 
resolution for the adoption of the Canadian 
tariff, was resumed and kept up with much 
Spirit and interest until six o'clock, when the 
vote was taken and Mr, Robson's resolution 
carried by ayes 14 tonoes 9. All that could 
be done was done by the friends of a modified 
tanff to persuade the House to take a ration- 
al view of the subject, and not be carried 
uway by the specions arguments of the three 
lawyers who compose the Cabinet and the 
oily-gammon of the member for Nanaimo, 
who had so fully committed themselves to 
the commercial view of the question, as to 
be utterly incapable of lookiag at the subject 
in any other light. Ia their estimation Com- 
merce is king, and every other interest in 
this young Province must be made subservi- 
ent to its requirements and demands. The 
good old days of free port and free trade are. 
ubout to dawn upon us again, when the pro- 
ducts of the soil wi 1 be admitied free to our 
markets from the American side, and the 
hard coin of tbis country go to pay there- 
for and to enrich the American farmers. 
The interests of our own farmers had no 
weight with those to whom they looked fur 
& smal! pittance ot protection,to help them 
through their early Struggles to obtain ft: fair 
foo ing and a firm hold upon the soil before 
being subjected to an Unequ.l and disastrous 
competition with their move highly favored and 
Wealthy neightors on the Sound and else- 
where. The adoption of the Canadian tariff 
was evidently a foregone conclusion with 
wany of them, and no amount either of argu- 
ment or persuasion could make the slightest 
impression upon them, or alter the determi 
nation to-which they had come in reference 
to that matter, It is much to be regretted 
that the Legislature have so decided, and- we 
fear they will see their’ mistake by-and-bye, 
when too late to apply a remedy. Having 
once adopted the Canadian tariff in lieu of our 
own, there will be no drawing back, no help 
for it, however much we bereafter may have 
occasion to regret the suicidal policy we have 
pursued. Notuing that we may say now can 
possibly alter the decision to which the House 
has come, Let it be for weal or woe the 
Canadian tariff we are bound to have, and we 
must make up our miods to make the most of 
it. Wetrust our fears as to the disastrous 
effect which the Change will 
upon. our agricultural interests, may 
never. be’ realized. They will have this in 
their favor: Vast public works are on the 
eve of commencement in this Provioce,which 
will cause a large influx of laborers and 
mechanics, whose wauts will bave to be sup- 
plied, and thus the bome market will be 80 
greatly expanded as to enable our farmers to 


find ready purchasers for ali the prodace they Se 


will be able to raise, and obtain remunerative 
prices therefor. Let our farmers then, in 
view of the fact. that the prosecution of those 
public works will tend to an increase,of popu- 
lation and to make money plentiful and wages 
good, take courage, face tbe situation boldly 
and with a det:rmination to overcome those 
difficuities which unwise Jegislation — bas 
placed in their way, and we bave not much 
doubt that in the end they will come out 
right side up.

‘o the commercial, agricultural, aod mining 
taterests, and be belicved that it the Cana. 
dian tariff were adopted it would bring im 
mediate and certain ruin upon the farming 
community, For that reason he would sup 
port the amendment. He wished in the first 
instance to review the resolution and explain 
the position of the question, which be be 
lieved many members did not really under 
stand Speeches bid been made against a 
mocification of the British Columbian tariff, 
but that was not the question before the 
House; the question was whether the Cana- 
dian tariff suould be adept-d with a tecom- 
meadation to the Dominion Goveroment to 
adopt some chanyes in that tariff, in order to 
affurd some protection to the agricultural, 
vorticultaral, and other interests. The 
mover of the resolution had assumed a major 
vt huge dimensions containing bis own par- 
ticular minor; be bad been ‘considering 
merely a segment and ‘‘browing away tbe 
remainder of a circle; he had picked out an 
insignificant part to be cared for, but the 
larger portion must likewise be considered. 
What was really meant by o modified tariff 
wus\the acceptauce as soon as possible of the 
Caaadian tariff, with the appointment of a 
committee to frame recommendations to the 
Dominion Parliament for some modification 
of that tariff, Representing what was pro- 
bably the largest producing district in the 
Province, with the condition of which be 
was intimately acquainted, be affirmed that 
without a large protection the farmers in 
that district could not bave existed ; they 
bad, in ‘act, been protected to the extent of 
$9 barrel on flour. If it were not fur the 
Mainland farmers, the Cariboo miner would 
have to pay $35 to $45 per bundred. By 
the abolition of the roud tolis, protection at 
the rute of $2 per buudred would be with 
drawo. Within 40 miles of Lytton there 
were many struggling farmers who would be 
well nigh ruined by the iwpertation of flour 
from the United States. Farmers had been 
iuduced to locate near Lytton in order to 
have rendy access to the grist mills which 
bad been estabiished there; uuder the Cava 
dian tariff that would cease to be an advan- 
tage or aa object. The farmers ou the 
Mainland bad dune great things under very 
areat di aivantages; on the Lower Fraser 
and the Isiand the disadvantages had beep 
greater, the protection being less, and unles. 
menns were fuund for rais.ng cattle, many 
mu-t be ruined by tbe iutroduciion et the 
Canadian tariff. The hoo. member warned 
thuse geutlemen who advocated the accept- 
avce of the Canadian tariff, that they would 
ruin the farmers on the Lower Frazer aud 
Island, gut \Victoria, and kill the railway, 
and that those very traders who were 80 
anxious fur the adoption of the Canadian 
tariff would ere long be the very first to turn 
round and tear in pieces the mover of the re- 
syiution, and it would not then be any ex- 
cuse for the mover to tell his constitueois 
that he was their servant and bad oaly done 
Wuat they bad bid him. Much bed been 
said of the necessity of settling tbe question 
fiually; such a thing as finality did pot ex- 
ist. The Canadian tariff bad bern constantly 
changed, gradually incressing by a sliding 
scaie upwards to meet the agricultural re- 
quirements of Canada. Then as to the dan- 
ger of touching the contract with the 
Dominion, that contract was not absolute ; 
‘Outracts between nations had repeatedly 
been altered; any une acquainted with the 
history of Great Britain must know that. It 
was not proposed to meddle with the Cana- 
dian tariff, but tu-accept it, und then ask the 
Veminion Parl.ament to in:roduce some 
ch.nges into it. The Dominion would noi 
“oe the railway out of consideration for 

ritish Columbia alone, and io any cage it 
would come. The hon. member abjured 
sentiemen serivusiy to consider the amend- 
ment, to look at the question justly, bonor- 
ably, and with some degree of wi-dom; to 
listen to the furmers crying out tor protection 
—A* protection to which they were really en- 
titled, and which was accorded to them in 
every civilized country. In conciusion, the 
hon. memver moved the followjng amend- 
ment:

Mr, Humphreys again explained the object 
of this amendment. 

Hon. Chief Commissioner continued, that 
the committee receive instructions, was a 
thing impbssible. The Dominion Government 
was not a’party to a petition at a!l ;: Manito- 
bo made her stipulations befure she was united 
to the Dominion, Sir Francis Hincks (in 
reterence to the correspondence on the tariff) 
dealt with the question diplomatically, he 
dida’t wish to commit himseif or the Domin- 
‘on Government. What changes have taken 
piace pince that time? Do you think, said. 
Mr. Walkem, that the same answer would be 
given now as in April ’71? What is the 
opinion of the Opposition now ? One gentle 
man of the Ontario parliament (oppo ition) 
said British Columbia Ol Vast terms, and the 
Piovince had not got ten acres of arable land; 
the Udtario Government ig acquiring strength 
daily, If he, Mr. Wa'kem, thought a modified 
tariff would benefit the Province, at large, be 
would support it; but any one reading the 
Terms must see they are irrevocable, and 
8o distinct that ‘be who runs may read.” 

be bon gentleman stated, the Ontario 
Guverpment was defeated on the terms zrant- 
ed to British Columbia, and we ought aot to 
place the Dominion Government in « position 
to fight our batlles over again. Since Nov. 
*56, (the union of B. C, and V. I., nearly six 
years, farmers bave not raised flour or wheat 
coough tor themselves. What will we find 
if we go to Whart sircet?. We find importa- 
tions from Porwand and San Francisco. The 
real protection for the farmers is, good roads, 
elc. Mr. Walkem next adverted to the mat 
ter of freight which was of itseif protection 
sufficient for the tarmer, and which he 
characteriged ‘as a curious commentary on the 
furming industry. The — tarmers as 
much as say, we faild to do any- 
thing uoder the $1 50 per barrel tax on flour, 
and now we will be satisfied with 75 cea's 
per barrel; it would be more reasonable if 
they should ask $5 per barrel. The duty of 
every legigiator was to consider the couniry 
first, aud afterwards his disttict. He next 
alluded to the remarks of Mr. Beaveu, with 
regard to the amount paid to Canada under 
the present tariff,—at tue rate of 272 per day; 
—let us pay that te day, to-morrow, but no 
‘ouger. The Province was only getting, in 
reality, $112,000 in retara from Canada, for 
what was paid her, and yet hon. mémbers 
ask for roads, bridges, and other improve- 
ments, to the amount of $700,000; they first 
want to reduce our revenue, and then want 
to spend more than we have got. Hon. Mr 
Walkem next referred to the small interest 
involved-—14,000 barrels of flour--when it 
should be taken into consideration that 30 or 
40 millions of dollars were at stake, (the 
building of the railway, we presume,) a drop 
in thesea.’ Next, he referred to the mining 
tnterests of Omineca, Curiboo, &c., and asked 
hon, gentlemen to reconsider the amendment, 
and not to continue for one day longer the 
folly of paying out $300 a day. Nova Scotia, 
New Bruuswick, Quebec, Ontario, and the 
other Provioces, with their influence com- 
coined, might ask for a modified tariff, aad 
the union of their several igterests in the 
Dominion Parliament would form a phalanx 
80 strong as to upset any Minsstry;—don't le 
us uobingé matters, for by the vote of th« 
House to-day, capitalists seeking to invest in 
the country, would be affected one way or the 
other, 

Toe Hon. Attorney General, who was next 
to aidress the House, said the Terms of Con- 
federation were equivalent to an Act of tne 
fmperial Legisiature. We requ re to accept | 
the inmediately.

Mr. J. P. Booth, next, said it was a strange 
fact that after its unioa, Nova Scotia obtain 
ed different terms other than those she went 
io with; Manitoba after she bad been united, 
had chaoges made in the Customs to suit her; 
aod he could: only interpret Sir Francis 
Hinck’s correspondence to bave a similar 
bearing, Mr. Booth answered the facetious 
arguments of the Hon the Chief Commisgsion- 
er, in respect of the $300 per day, which be 
alleged this Province was paying to Cauada 

Mr. Bunster —irrepressible—and having 
the farming interest at heart, more particular- 
ly 80 oo the question of the tariff,—main. 
triued the House had-to do with the Terms,— 
if the amendmeat were not allowed, the farm- 
ers might leave the country. He wag not 
sent to the House to support a resolution 
calculated to do an injustice the Province; 
the little protection they bad had gave con- 
fidence to the farmer. The Comox farmer,— 
be instanced—had to pay three or four dol- 
lars @ ton fregbt—to bring bis produce to 
mark+t to Victuria, when Culiforuia producers 
were enabled to send up their’s as ballast to 
the lumver mills, &c.
